done some damage lo consumer 
and business confidenecc but so 
far there's little evidence of it.

The decline in stock prices 
apparently is regarded as a 
passing event. 


Consumers bought more in 


February than in January. Con- 
sumer instalment debt contin- 
ues high with little but seasonal 
variations noted by the finance 
companies. 


So far as yet discernible, the 


big downturn in stock prices 
hasn't hurt the general belief 
that the economy will continue 
to expand. But it may well have 
nipped any runaway speculative 
fever in both consumers and 
business. 


And if so, this would be wel- 


comed by most government, 
business and banking loaders. A 
return to the caution that ruled 
the early years of the Soaring 
Sixties could be a good thing for 
everyone. 


Businessmen, 
for example,

Most Victims Recover 
After Desert Fever Attacks

Q—My husband, 48, and my 


son, 20, both have an infection 
of the lungs called coccidioido- 
mycosis or San Joaquin Val- 
ley fever. Is it contagious? Is 
it serious? Is there any cure 
for it? 
A—This disease, also called 


desert fever, is caused by the 
mold, c o c c id i o i de s. It is 
usually acquired by inhaling 
the fungus spores from dust 
or soil. About 65 per cent of 
those who inhale these spores 
become 
i in m u n e 
without 


showing any signs of illness. 
The disease is not transmitted 
directly from man to man. 
Most victims recover and have 
a lasting immunity to the dis- 
ease thereafter. 


In the early stages of this 


disease the temperature may 
reach 104 and there is usually 
chest pain and 
generalized 


aching. The 
only effective 


treatment is the antibiotic, 
amphotericin

A—Iron compounds should 


be given only for the treat- 
ment of anemias that are due 
to i r o n 
deficiency. They 


should be avoided by persons 
with hemolytic (blood-destroy- 
ing) 
anemia, 
hemosiderosis 


(overloading of iron in the 
tissues) and hemochromatpsis 
(bronze diabetes). Anything, 
no matter how vital, can be a 
poison if you get too much of 
it.

Whether manpower or faulty

And 
one frequent target for criticism 
has been the practice of elderly 
judges to remain on the job. For 
most of these, old age brings a 
necessary slowdown.
